But  all  these  formalities  hn< 
lakeu  time,  nnd  whon  tho  Count  arrived  lu 
the  bland  the  Venus  hod  been  ship|H-d  on 
board  a  Turkish  brig  and  was  about  to  lean 
for  Constantinople,  lie  Immediately  ap- 
plied to  the  Primal*,  who,  pressed  by  bi- 
umblanoo  and  even  minacea,  ordered  thi 
■talus  to  be  landed  and  sold  hy  aualion 
t  his  was  what  Count  da  Uoroollus  desired, 
ind  hnviug  booouio  po**e*«or  or  Iho  treasure 
ho  started  tor  Franoe  with  it,  and  did 
<b>p  until  he  had  reached  Paris.  Ue  had 
bought  it  in  the  namoof  Marquis  do  Hivlore, 
who  transferred  hb  bargain  to  Louis  XVIII.
